The Polls will be open from 9 A.M. to 7 P.M. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Town of Loudon on Tuesday, the 10th day of March, 
next at Nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2% 
discount on all property taxes paid within thirty days 
after presentation of the tax bill. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or 
sums of money not to exceed in aggregate more than 
75% of the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes 
for the current municipal year and to issue in the name 
and on the credit of the Town of Loudon negotiable 
notes thereof, said notes to be paid in 1981 from taxes 
collected during the current municipal year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for the Fire 
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Department Capital Reserve Fund as set up in the 1963 
Town Meeting. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for the Highway 
Capital Reserve Fund. 


7. ‘Do you approve of having 2 sessions for the 
annual town meeting in this town, the first session for 
choice of town officers elected by an official ballot and 
other action required to be inserted on said official 
ballot and the second session, on a date set by the 
selectmen, for transaction of other business?’’

Cooper Street. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
withdrawal and expenditure of the balance of funds in 
the land sale account ($19,183.60 plus interest) to be 
applied towards the acquisition price of the Charles 
Symonds property. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to apply timber 
harvest revenues (estimated at $10,000.00) from the 
William Maxfield lot towards the acquisition price of 
the Charles Symonds property.

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the care of three 
children from Loudon at Merrimack Valley Day Care 
Center. By Request. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue notes in the sum of $50,000.00 to be 
paid off at the rate of $12,500.00 plus interest in the 
years of 1982, 1983, 1984 and 1985 to apply towards the 
purchase of the fire truck mentioned in the following 
article. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $78,000.00 for the purchase of a 
new National Fire Protection Association and 
Underwriters Approved Fire Truck. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw up to $16,000.00 from the Fire 
Department Capital Reserve Fund to apply towards the 
purchase of the fire truck. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $20,000.00 to purchase 
a vehicle for the Town Fire Department and Rescue 
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Squad for the purpose of responding to rescue and 
emergency situations which are now answered by a 
Town fire truck. The selection of the vehicle shall be 
done by the Loudon Fire Department Truck Committee 
and the Town of Loudon Fire Board. By Petition. 


23. To see if the Town will vote the following 
amendment to the Loudon building code: ‘‘That all new 
home construction for homes on Class VI highways be 
permitted in the Town of Loudon only when one of the 
following two conditions are met prior to the issuance 
of the permit; 


1.) that the landowner enter into written agree- 
ment with the Loudon Board of Permit 
agreeing that the landowner will open and 
maintain at his/her own risk and expense 
that portion of the Class VI highway that 
leads to his/her house 

or 

2.) that the Town votes and approves at a regu- 
lar or special Town Meeting to open and 
maintain the portion of Class VI highway 
that leads to his/her house.’’

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We are pleased to report that the Town has been 
running smoothly with cooperation and communica- 
tion between departments and this board. Due to the 
heavy and varied work load, the job of secretary to the 
Board of Selectmen has been split into two part-time 
jobs. One job is secretary/bookkeeper and the other is 
real estate/tax records clerk. This split is a natural 
division of the work load and in the short time it’s 
been in effect has resulted in a much more efficient 
office. 


In May the Town hired Richard Dolan as Police 
Chief. He has been on the job for 10 months and doing 
a commendable job. We are very grateful to the 
citizens’ advisory committee consisting of Doris 
Berwick, Charles Christie, Jay Dewolfe, David Little, 
Wilbur Maxfield, Robert Ordway and Janet Towle 
which aided us in our search for a new chief. The 
committee ran advertisements, reviewed resumes, 
interviewed candidates and ultimately recommended 
Chief Dolan to us for the position. This kind of citizen 
involvement was of immeasurable assistance to us. The 
many long hours and sacrificed evenings are much 
appreciated. We thank them. 


On this year’s warrant there are several articles 
pertaining to the acquisition of the Charles Symonds 
property. It consists of 26 acres and includes a ball 
field, horse ring, stone house and barn. This is an ideal 
opportunity for the Town to acquire a tract that: is 
centrally located, is currently used by the Town for 
recreational purposes, will allow for expansion of 
recreational activities, and may be the site for Town 
offices.

The house, one of four stone houses in Loudon, is 
of historic value and is well suited for conversion to 
Town use. At some future time there will be a need for 
additional permanent office. Funding for the tract is 
explained in the warrant articles and it’s important to 
note that the net cost to the Town (from taxes) will be 
about $25,000.00. We urge favorable action on this 
article. 


There is a question on this year’s ballot which asks if 
the voters will approve the division of Town Meeting 
into two sessions beginning in 1982. One session would 
be to elect Town officials and vote on ballot questions 
on the second Tuesday in March as usual. The other 
session would be to hold the business meeting which 
approves a budget and votes on warrant articles. 


The date of the second session would be determined 
by the Selectmen and it is our intention to hold this 
session on the first Saturday after the Tuesday election. 
We hope you will support this ballot question.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


As stated in my report of 1979 personnel are very 
important to this department. I believe now that we 
do have to have these employees. 


Some of our 1980 projects were as follows: 


Widening and new railing on Green’s Bridge on 
Lower Ridge Road. 


Replacement of wooden bridge on Bumfagon 
Road with 6 foot aluminum pipe arch. 


Crushed bank gravel put on shoulders of Pleasant 
Street, Upper City Road and Lower Ridge Road. 


New oil surface for Pleasant Street and Upper 
City including grader skim. 


Replanked Sanborn Bridge. 


Continued TRA project on Clough Hill Road not 
Pleasant Street. 


Did all preparatory work on Lesmerises Road but 
have not put on the gravel yet. 


Replaced and repaired many culverts. 


Cut trees and brush on Upper Ricker Road and 
Young’s Hill Road. 


Again this year we purchased 200 ton of salt. Due to 
many reasons, including cost, we are supplementing 
our salt program with sand. 


Many people have asked and others would like to 
know how and in what order town roads are 
maintained and plowed in the winter. So, this year I 
will use this report as a means to try and explain. First 
of all, town roads are classified by the state as: 
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Class IV — paved main roads of which the town 
has few or none. 


Class V — all other paved and dirt roads main- 
tained by the town. 


Class VI — all other unmaintained and closed 
roads. 


Town roads are divided by this department as to 
purpose and use. 


1. Main paved roads. 
2. Other paved roads. 
3. Thru dirt roads. 

4. Dead end dirt roads. 


Two very important factors are bus routes and mail 
routes. We maintain and plow according to priority. 


1. Main roads and bus routes. 


2. Other paved roads, thru dirt roads and mail 
routes. 


3. Dead end roads. 


This order cannot be followed each time due to 
many factors such as: every storm is different, amount 
of snow or type of precipitation, connecting roads of 
different priority, works best to plow to the right, 
break downs of equipment, day storm or night storm, 
predicted weather to follow and personnel available. We 
normally have four plow routes and no matter what we 
do each route has a first road and a last road. Paved 
roads are plowed first and sometimes only paved roads 
are plowed. Sometimes only bus routes are plowed and 
or salted and sanded, and other roads done later. Salt 
or a combination of salt and sand is put on paved 
roads while only sand is put on dirt roads. Due to cost, 
time and amount of help, we would like to plow the 
whole town only once per storm but many times do 
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plow paved roads twice. Any questions please feel free 
to call the highway department at 783-4568.

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LANDFILL DEPARTMENT 


In September a new employee, Kenneth Magoon, Jr. 
was hired to supervise the landfill two days a week and 
work for the highway department the other three days. 
This arrangement seems to be working out very well. 


The Selectmen in December established winter hours 
at the landfill; Tuesday 9 AM - 5PM, Saturday 8 AM - 
5 PM. Summer hours will remain the same; Tuesday 
9 AM - 6 PM, Saturday 8 AM - 6 PM. 


Our excavated area is lasting as well as can be 
expected, mainly due to the efforts of the operator. A 
new area is being prepared by the highway department 
without extra cost to the Town. A new sewerage pit 
was dug and fenced by town crew and town 
equipment. The covering of the old dump will be 
completed this coming year. The bulldozer purchased 
last year has proven very useful and has saved much 
wear and tear on our highway loader. 


Cooperation at the landfill has been very good with 
a few exceptions. We have a problem from time to 
time with certain persons leaving dump outside the 
gate. It is not the job of the landfill operator, the 
highway department or the Selectmen to pick up 
someone else’s trash. This matter has been and will in 
the future be handled by the Police Department. Other 
than this, the landfill has no major problems at the 
present time.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year your Police Department under- 
went some changes. It was my pleasure to accept the 
Chief’s position with the recommendation of the 
citizens board. 


Since coming to town in May we have put together 
many community services. We visited the schools, 
delivering safety messages to the Elementry level in a 
‘‘show and tell’’ fashion. At the High School we 
assisted by instructing driver education classes, to 
make students aware of the responsibilities and 
importance of safety when operating a motor vehicle. 


We have made great strides in the re-establishing the 
kind of professional protection for both the business 
and citizens of the community by highly visible patrols. 
As a result there is a marked reduction in the numbers 
of accidents, burglaries and thefts as well as Juvenile 
problems. We are also developing a Crime prevention 
program which will enlist neighborhood assistance by 
reporting unusual activities.

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LOUDON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT OF 1980 


The steady growth of our community continues to 
increase the burden on our Fire Department and its 
volunteer members. The incidence of fire has increased 
at a rate proportional to its growth. The shortage of 
volunteer manpower during the normal work day 
continues to. be a problem and coupled with 
community growth is an issue that will have to be faced 
in the near future. 

Economic conditions in our country are forcing our 
residents to utilize heating methods that require 
considerable attention. Woodstove and _ chimney 
problems along with combinations of other heating 
devices have increased some 25 percent in 1980 alone. 
Homeowners are urged to consult the Fire Department 
for advice concerning the installation and operation of 
all heating devices. 


All Firefighters are being exposed to additional 
dangers from toxic gases generated not only in 
industrial environments but in residential dwellings as 
well. This type of exposure as well as other fire 
suppression knowledge requires our volunteers to 
participate in long hours of training. Under the 
direction of Training Officer Captain Kevin Gullage, 
our firefighters have spent over 1200 hours of training 
in fire prevention and suppression. 


The Fire Department is again asking the Town to 
replace Engine No. 1 which is now 23 years old. We 
hope to implement a planned replacement program of 
apparatus in order to avoid heavy expenditures in any 
one year. Our immediate need is for a combination 
pumper/tanker that will serve as an efficient initial 
rural attack piece of apparatus. 
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The Medical Squad led by Director Stephen 
Jakubowski responds to medical emergencies in the 
Town to provide primary life support functions. The 
Squad has spent some 475 hours in Advanced First Aid 
and Emergency Medical Technician training and 
requires Town support to perform its emergency 
services. 


The loss of life by fire continues to be a major 
problem in our society and may occur anywhere at 
anytime. We strongly urge the use of smoke detectors 
in all residential properties — a small investment that 
can save your life.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During 1980, the Planning Board approved sub- 
division applications creating twenty-two (22) new 
building lots and building permit applications for 
forty-three (43) new residential units. These figures 
reflect a continuing pattern of growth of the town 
which has been generally uniform at a rate of about 
fifty homes per year in recent years. 


Work on the Town Master Plan began early during 
the summer under a contract with the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. Its final 
draft will be available for town meeting, and two (2) 
public hearings will be held prior to that time. Its 
format is not one of recommended rules and 
restrictions, but rather of options available to the 
voters of Loudon to meet potential present and future 
needs of the community. These options may be added 
to by periodic updating of the Plan and enacted by 
vote of future Town Meetings through inclusion in the 
warrant when and if such action becomes appropriate. 


The community survey conducted in the summer of 
1977 (273 responses; 24.8%) to obtain citizen input for 
preparation of the Master Plan, revealed some concern 
regarding the recreational facilities (or lack of same) 
available in the town, and indicated that improvement 
of this situation would be desirable. This year’s Town 
Meeting has the opportunity to take a giant step 
forward in this respect through acquisition of the 
Charles Symonds property which has, among other 
potentials, extensive possibilities for development of 
recreational facilities in the years to come. 


The survey response weighed heavily in favor of 
increasing the light industrial and business base of the 
town. This year the Board of Permits approved a 
business permit application for the establishment of a 
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soft-drink distribution warehouse on Route 106, north 
of the Village, and construction is presently under way. 
Plans call for an unobtrusive, attractive building and 
grounds and the facility will employ 15-20 people. We 
hope that more businesses of this nature will be 
attracted to the town.

Unfortunately there are less of 
these available which means we must depend more on 
our budget money. 


Because crafts had proven so popular the first year, 
Donna Austin was hired part time to plan and work 
with arts and crafts. Some craft kits were used. But 
many clever projects were made utilizing odds and ends 
gatnered 1n a scavenger hunt. 


Brian Bendiks did an excellent job as our returning 
summer program director. We are indeed fortunate to 
have such an amicable person whom the youngsters like 
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and who will work four weeks out in the heat of 
mid-summer. 


Sincere appreciation to the Merrimack Valley School 
District and many parents for their cooperation. 


A questionnaire about the program was sent home 
with 2nd, 3rd and 4th graders in October. In general 
the response was poor. We had hoped parents would 
respond and in doing so assist in improving the 
program. ) 


In looking ahead to summer of 1981, the committee 
would like to encourage families to car pool so their 
children may take advantage of the summer recreation 
program. It is being paid for with your tax money and 
we would like to see more children participating.
